THIRTY-FIRST ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
3 COMMITTEE OF VISITORS. 


To the Councils of the Administrative Counties of East and 
West Sussex and the County Borough of Brighton. 


THE CoMMITTEE oF Visitors of the Lunatic Asylum 
for the Administrative Counties of East and West 
Sussex and the County Borough of Brighton have the 
satisfaction of reporting favourably of the efficient 
state and condition and good management of the 
Asylum. | | 


Since the date of the last Report the Local Govern- 
ment Act, 1888, has come into force, and the conduct 
and management of the Asylum are now in the 
hands of a Committee of 29 Visitors appointed by the 
Councils of East and West Sussex and the County 
Borough of Brighton; of these East Sussex appoint 
14 Visitors, West Sussex 8 Visitors, and the County 
Borough of Brighton 7 Visitors. 


The congested state of the Asylum engaged the 
constant attention of your Committee during the early 
part of the year, for the relief of which your Committee 


in the month of July last entered (with the sanction 
of the Home Secretary) into a contract with the 
Committee of Visitors of the Asylum at Berry Wood, 
in the County of Northampton, for the reception of 85 
patients into that Asylum at a charge of 14s. a week 
for each patient. Shortly after the date of the contract 
the patients were safely conveyed from Haywards 
Heath to Berry Wood, and they have since been visited 
there by the Chairman of your Committee, who found 
that every arrangement had been made for their care 
and treatment. 


The contract with the Committee at Berry Wood 
will continue for two years from the 18th July last, as 
the sanction of the Home Secretary extended only to 
this period. , 

The two acres of land in the Two Topt Wood which 
the Councils recently authorised the Committee to hold 
as an extension of the existing Burial Ground has been 
cleared, levelled, and planted. 


On the 3rd June last the Lord Chancellor’s Visitor 


paid an official visit to the Asylum, and on the 18th 
and roth of that month the Commissioners in Lunacy 
made their statutory visit and left a satisfactory report. 


The Asylum Accounts will in future be made up to 
_the 31st day of March in each year, pursuant to the 
provisions of the Local Government Act, 1888. 

During the past year your Committee have improved 
the means of warming the Infirmary single rooms and 
the Male corridor, and these improvements have 
materially added to the comfort of the patients. 


Your Committee are desirous of making certain

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alterations and additions to the Washhouse and Drying 
Chambers at the Asylum, and they propose asking the 
Councils to grant them the money to enable the work 
to be done; a separate Report on this subject will be 
placed before the Councils. 


As the Councils will in future elect the Committee in 
November in each year your Committee think that it is 
very desirable that they should present their Annual 
Report to the Councils at the close of their year of 
office instead of in the month of January as provided 
by the Lunatic Asylums’ Act, 1853. 


Your Committee therefore hope that the Councils 
will arrange to make a Standing Order pursuant to the 
Local Government Act, 1888, authorising the Committee 
in future to present their Annual Report to the Councils 
in the month of November instead of in the month of 
January.

The Admissions ‘The Admissions were remarkable only for the slight 
prospect of recovery which a large number of them 
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presented. Thus of the 232, there were 84 who were 
incurable (of whom 35 were senile), being 36.2 per 
cent. of the total number, who must add to the 
residuum in the Asylum until released by death. The 
mean age on admission was 45.5 years, and this was 
higher than it has been in any previous year. A large 
number, viz., 36.6 per cent., were suicidal. Only one 
case was admitted who was found not to be insane, and 
he was discharged at the earliest possible moment. 


There were comparatively few errors in the certifi- 
cates and orders for admission, and in only one 
case had admission to be denied on account of grave 
informality. 


The total number of patients under treatment was 
1,108, which is in excess of any previous year, and is 
more than the total admissions in the first five years of 
the Asylum’s existence. 


The Discharges were 82.3 per cent. of the admissions 
for the year. Excluding cases “relieved” only, the 
percentage of Recoveries to admissions was—of Males 
30.0 and of Females 26.0, and combined, 27.9 per cent. 


The number of discharges was abnormal owing to 
the cases which were transferred to Nottingham and 
Northampton. 


A considerable number of cases (43) were discharged, 
** Relieved” to the care of their friends. 


The Lunacy Acts Amendment Act has a section 
devoted to this method of discharge, which may be 
said, if it is not a contradiction in terms, to offer

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facilities but impose restrictions, on this mode of 
restoring a patient to the outside world. It will be 
more convenient to refer to this in greater detail when 
other Sections of the Act come under consideration. 


The Death-rate was 11.6 per cent. of the population 
daily resident. Of the ‘total deaths,. 16.3 per cent. 
were due to Progressive Paralysis of the Insane, 17.3 
to Phthisis, 7.1 to other diseases of the respiratory 
organs, g.1 to old age, while 23.9 “from all causes ” 
were of persons 70 years of age and upwards. 


Post-Mortem examinations were made in 45 cases. A 
very much larger number of bodies than formerly are 
now removed by the friends for interment elsewhere. 
Thus of the 98 deaths which occurred only 54 bodies 
were buried in the Cemetery. It is chiefly on the 
cases which remain that permission for post-mortem 
examination is granted, so that 45 autopsies are well 
up to the mark. Permission is asked for in every 
case, but in a considerable number, and those often 
presenting the most instructive features, this per- 
mission is denied. A prejudice, or by whatever name 
the feeling is best described, exists to an unusual extent 
to these examinations in this county. But from what- 
ever source they spring the feelings of the survivors are 
entitled to respect and consideration. 


Every death has been reported to the Coroner, but in 
only one was an inquest necessary. This was a case 
of suicide by hanging. The facts, which have already 
been fully detailed to the Committee, do not require 
repetition here. Suffice it to say that it was one of 
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those sad cases which neither vigilance nor forethought 
seem able to prevent, under the conditions of com- 
parative freedom which patients enjoy, and which for 
the most part is so beneficial to them. 


The verdict of the Coroner’s Jury was as follows :— 
“That the said S. K., not being of sound mind, did kill 
‘himself, to wit, by hanging himself by the neck, and the 
“Jury do further say that in their opinion no blame or 
‘‘censure is to be attached to the authorities of the said 
Asylum.” 

Hospital and Asylum Statistics are peculiarly liable 
to be misleading. The death rate, the recovery rate, 
the number of patients employed, and many other 
tabular statements have a value only when the factors 
which go to make up the sum, but which cannot be 
graphically displayed, are taken into consideration. 
As comparative staternents year by year even in the 
same institution, and still less for other institutions, 
they are but shadowy guides and may lead to erroneous 
conclusions. It is the less to be regretted therefore 
that under the new regime of the County Councils, 
statistics stand a chance of losing what little value 
they might have had. This is by reason of the different 
periods to which the figures im these reports will in 


future relate. 


Owing to the term of office of the members of the 
Asylum Visiting Committee ending in November of 
each year it has been considered expedient to make 
their report and that of the Medical Superintendent 
deal with the twelve months, October to September 
inclusive. The Commissioners in Lunacy have inti- 
mated that they will still require statistics to relate

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to a year commencing in January and terminating in 


December; while the Local Government Act, 1888, 
provides that the financial year shall end in March. 
So that, within the limits of this small volume, three 
sets of figures, having no community in the matter of 
time, will, unless otherwise determined, in future find 
a place. 


The general health of the inmates has been exceed- 
ingly good, and with the exception to be mentioned there 
has been no case of zymotic sickness. An epidemic of 
diphtheria occurring in the village, nine idiot boys who 
were boarded out with attendants were called in and 
placed in quarantine in the Sanatorium. ‘Three cases 
of diphtheria occurred among them, but the inmates of 
the Asylum proper, enjoyed complete immunity. 


Five male patients, workers either on the farm or 
garden, wandered away, but they were all brought back 
within a few hours. One female was missed from the 
walking party, but she too was found and brought back 
after a short absence. | 


Early in the year the Asylum became full on the 
Female side, and practically so on the Male; however, 
by vacancies occurring it was just possible to keep the 
doors open—although it became necessary to intimate 
to the various Union Authorities that it was desirable 
to make inquiry as to available accommodation previous 
to sending any case for admission; but no pains were 
spared to make this inconvenience felt as little as 
possible. The crowded state of the Asylum involved 
much extra work and anxiety on all concerned. It was 
therefore with much relief that the patients belonging 
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to the non-contributing Borough of Hastings were 
removed to Nottingham in August. 


In the same month, by a contract entered into with Contract with 
the Visitors of 


the Visitors of the Northampton County Asylum, Connie ke 
accommodation was provided for 85 cases at Berry 


Wood. 


Two batches, each consisting of 35 patients, were 
transferred to Northampton, the Railway Companies 
(L.B. & S.C. and L.N.W.) affording special facilities 
for transit. The 72 patients were removed without 
mishap of any kind. 

The Lunacy Acts Amendment Act, 1889, which Changes in 

Legislation. 

comes fully into operation on May Ist, 18go, is chiefly 
concerned with the class of private patients with which 
at present this Asylum has not much to do, but there 
are some clauses which especially affect pauper lunatics; 
having relation to the status of those who are to be sent 
to pauper lunatic Asylums; to lunatics in Workhouses; 
and the discharge of unrecovered patients, (a) to the 
workhouse and (0) to their friends. Power to provide 
Asylums for pauper and private patients is extended. 
These are the chief sections affecting the admission 
and discharge of patients in County Asylums. 


Section 20 runs as follows :— 


After the commencement of this Act a justice of the peace 
shall not sign an order for the reception of any person as 
a pauper lunatic into an asylum, hospital, licensed house, 
or workhouse, unless the justice is satisfied that the 
alleged pauper is either in receipt of relief or in such 
circumstances as to require relief for his proper care. 
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It cannot be denied that there are many persons in 
Pauper Lunatic Asylums whose means admit of their 
paying considerably more than the mere maintenance- 
rate which they are charged by the Union Authorities. 
In County Asylums where there is ample room there 
may be no great objection to persons above the class 
of paupers being accommodated, but when every 
available bed is wanted for the pauper population, 


laxity in accepting anyone who chooses to pose as a- 


pauper throws a burden on the rates. 


So strongly was this felt to be an evil, that so long 
ago as 1879 the late Chairman of the Committee drafted 


a circular letter which was sent to the various Union 


Authorities. This letter so exactly describes the 
present crisis in this Asylum’s affairs, and is so fully 
in accord with the intention of the Section of the Act 
above quoted, that it may with some advantage be 
- reproduced. | ?

To the Board of Guardians. 


GENTLEMEN, 

The Committee of Visitors of the Sussex Lunatic Asylum at 
Haywards Heath deem it their duty to bring to your knowledge, as 
also to that of the several Boards of Guardians within the County 
of Sussex— 

Firstly: That the County Asylum is rapidly filling up on the 
female side, by the continued and alarming increase of female 
patients ; and 

Secondly : That, unless for the future a more careful distinction 
is drawn by the Union Authorities in the cases sent by them to the 
Asylum, and greater discrimination exercised between really pauper 
patients and those whose means would enable them to be paid for 


ae 
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as private patients, a large expenditure, amounting to, perhaps, 80 
or {100,000, must soon fall upon the Ratepayers in providing a 
second Asylum. | 


The Committee have, for some years past, laboured assiduously, 
by alterations and additions to the present Asylum, to prevent an 
outlay which has fallen so heavily. upon other Counties. They 
regret to state that the Sussex Asylum—built originally for 400 
patients, but now containing 817—will, when all its beds are 
occupied by County patients, admit of no further extension either 
with convenience to the patients or advantage to the County. 


\ 


The Committee therefore, whilst earnestly inviting the co-operation 
of the Boards of Guardians in the present grave emergency, par- 
ticularly request the attention of the Guardians to the following 
considerations :— . 

Firstly : That careful inquiry is needed in distinguishing between 
those patients who are by necessity pauper patients and those whose 
circumstances warrant their being placed in this or some other 
Asylum as private patients. Instances have frequently occurred of 
late, where those, who from the scarcity of vacant beds had been 
denied admission into the Asylum as private patients, have been sent 
back by the Union Authorities to an already crowded Asylum as 
pauper patients; such Union Authorities receiving from the relatives 
(who, be it observed, would have paid the full charge for private 
patients) an undertaking to repay the amount charged to the Union 
for pauper patients only ; in addition to which the Relieving Officers 
on the admission papers certify that the patients are chargeable to 
the Union as paupers, when in point of fact they are not so bond fide 
and in reality. 


Secondly: That in the opinion of the Committee, a number of 
aged and imbecile persons, who are of unsound mind, yet perfectly 
harmless, might at the present crisis be retained in the Union 
Workhouse, due provision of course being made for their careful 
treatment, and it is a question for the serious consideration of the 
Boards of Guardians, whether the true interest of the Ratepayers 
does not consist in keeping such cases in Workhouses, where their 
cost cannot exceed, even if it amounts to, the 5s. 6d. a week (which, 
after deducting the Government allowance of 4s., is the sum now 
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payable by the Union), rather than in filling up the Asylum with. 
chronic cases which admit of no improvement, thereby tending 
infallibly to throw upon the Ratepayers at no distant time the heavy 
burden of providing another Asylum for the County.

In like manner very great breadth is given to the 
meaning of the words “not under proper care and 
control,’ so that persons of all social grades are not 
infrequently sent to Pauper Asylums with little regard 
to their personal comfort, and often without the excuse 
of actual urgency. Section 13 deals with this class of 
patients, and the powers given by its sub-sections may 
possibly lead to more discretion in its application. 


Section 21 provides for the certification of lunatics 
in Workhouses; first by the Medical Officer of the 
Workhouse for a limited detention of fourteen days: 
but for any long period then an order of a Justice 
of the Peace and the certificate of an independent 
Medical practitioner is necessary. 


The effect of this will probably be to. send many 
lunatics who are now, or would be detained in ~ 
Workhouses, to the County Asylum; in the majority 
of cases this will be to the manifest advantage of the 
patient. 


The section is of importance therefore, as it forms 
an element in any calculation for further increase of 
Asylum accommodation, 


23 


Section 22 has this marginal reference: ‘‘ Power to 
send discharged pauper not recovered to a Workhouse.” 
It enacts that where a pauper lunatic is discharged 
from an Asylum . .-. . and the Medical Othcer 

is of opinion that the lunatic has not 

recovered and is a fit and proper person to be kept in 
a Workhouse as a lunatic, the Medical Officer : 
shall. certify such opinion, and his certificate shall 
accompany the notice of discharge, and the lunatic may 
thereupon be received and detained against his will 2 
if the Medical Officer of the Workhouse 

certifies in writing that the accommodation is sufficient. 


The question here is, what steps are to be taken if 
the Medical Officer of the Workhouse cannot or will 
not certify that the Workhouse is capable of accom- 
modating the patient—the lunatic has been already 
discharged by the Committee—what is to become of 
him under the circumstances of the Workhouse being 
closed to him? There is an obvious way out of the 
difficulty, viz., to make inquiry before the patient is 
discharged, but the Act does not make any such 
provision, but on the contrary distinctly lays down 
that the notice of discharge shall be accompanied by a 
certificate. 


Section 40 provides maintenance for pauper lunatics 
taken charge of by relatives. The section with its 
sub-sections is a long one, but it may be epitomised 
thus: On application to the Committee by any friend 
or relative of a pauper lunatic, the Committee may 
upon being satisfied that the application is approved 
by the Guardians . . . ; order the lunatic, to be 
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delivered over to the care of the applicant. The 
Authority liable for the maintenance of the lunatic 
shall pay to the person to whom the lunatic is delivered, 
an allowance, not exceeding the expenses which would 
be incurred if he were in the Asylum), “7 \.2y. as 
such authority, on the recommendation of the ee 
mittee of Visitors, think proper. 


Such lunatic shall be visited once a quarter by 
the District Medical Officer, who shall report to the 
Visitors of the Asylum whether the lunatic is properly 
taken care of and may remain out of the Asylum. 
Any two of the Visitors may at any time order the | 
removal of the lunatic to the Asylum. A lunatic 
boarded-out shall be deemed to be a lunatic maintained 
in an Asylum. (For whom therefore the County Grant 
may be obtained). 


Providing an unrecovered patient discharged to the 
care of his friends with maintenance and supervision, 
and enabling him to be brought back to the Asylum 
under the original certificate, are all distinct advantages, 
but having to obtain the sanction of the Guardians to 
the arrangement, may seriously hamper the application 
of the clause. It will not however involve the Union 
Authorities in any further expense, but on the contrary, 
if something less than the full maintenance rate of the 
Asylum is “recommended” by the Committee, the 
Guardians will save by the arrangement. 


Sections 65, 66 and 67 make provisions as to private 
patients in Asylums,—power to enlarge Asylums in 
order to provide accommodation for private patients 
and power to provide Asylums for pauper and private 
patients. 


~The Act bristles with pains and penalties for sins of 
omission, defaults and misdemeanors. Neither the 
Committee, Commissioners, nor Medical Superin- 
tendents escape liability under it. It will certainly 
throw a vast amount of extra work on the Medical 
Superintendent, for very inadequate results and merely 
to pander to a popular outcry, for no case of improper 
detention has ever yet been proved to have occurred in 
any public Asylum in this country. 


The ground space in the Cemetery having become New Cemetery. 
fully occupied, it was necessary to set apart more 
ground for interment. For this purpose two acres 
adjoining the N.E. angle of the present Cemetery, after 
having been approved by the Home Secretary, have 
been laid out, enclosed and planted. 


The rest of the building having outgrown the Agee 
administrative department, and notably the cooking 
accommodation in the kitchen, the bakehouse has had 
to be used to supplement the defect. But it lkewise 
was found wanting in oven space. It was therefore 
determined to build another oven, and at the same time 
great improvements were made in the flues of the old 
ones, so that, as guaranteed by the contractors* “ half 
the time and one-third the fuel 1s saved” in heating 


the ovens. 


Both Male and Female dining halls have been re- 
decorated throughout. Much other decorative work 
has been done: to the Senior Assistant Medical Officer’s 
quarters ; the Entrance Hall, the day room and resident 


*Messrs. Smith & Son, Lambeth, 
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Attendants’ quarters at the Sanatorium and F. I. Day- 
room, as well as to some of the Artisans’ cottages. 


Extensive alterations to the laundry have been 
decided on; these will give much more room in the 
washhouse, a large increase in the number of drying 
closets, and effect many other improvements, important 
alike for the work which has to be done in this 

‘department and to the health and comfort of the 
workers. 


The gas supply has in parts been re-arranged, and 
new burners have been provided throughout. Improve- 
ment in the lighting was much needed, but it means, of 
course, a much larger consumption of gas. 


Additional Owing to the large and ever increasing number of 
Dormitory 


Accommodation female epileptic and suicidal patients it was found 
for Epileptics 
and Suicidals. necessary to devote another dormitory for- their 


especial night supervision. 


This second dormitory has enabled a classification to 
be made, and it has proved an immense boon to many 
patients who while requiring supervision themselves 
yet are capable and desirous of enjoying a quiet night, 
which in a large dormitory containing unselected cases, 
must of necessity often be disturbed. 

Postal By a rule of the Postal Service; private letter bags = 
Regulations. i ; ee : 
are not delivered in an Urban Postal District, which 
this has become. The change necessitated therefore 
either sending a special messenger for the bag, or 
having the letters delivered in the ordinary way. As 
the former plan interfered with the daily work and 
seemed to have no corresponding advantage the Post 


Office Authorities were requested to deliver the letters. 
This has accordingly been done during the past year, 
and it is in every way an improvement. The. Post 
Office Authorities, on being asked to do so, placed a 
receiving box at the entrance gates, and this has proved 


a convenience not only for the Asylum, but for its” 


neighbours. 


A re-arrangement of the permanent sewage-carriers 
has enabled more land to be commanded for irrigation 
purposes, at the same time that certain defects in the 
gradient of the carriers were altered so that the velocity 
of the sewage can be modified, and the sewage dis- 
tributed more evenly over the ground. 


Every precaution is taken to secure the purification 
of the sewage, by passing it over and through the land ; 
a standing crop of Ryegrass is a special feature of 
this farm. It was therefore with some surprise that an 
intimation was received from the Medical Officer of 
Health to the Chailey Rural Sanitary Authority that a 
memorial had been presented to his Board, by the 
riparian owners, through whose land the brook runs 
which receives the purified effluent of the Asylum 
sewage farm, praying the Sanitary Authority to inquire 
into the quality of the water in the brook, and in fact 
alleging a nuisance. Every facility was given to the 
Medical Officer of Health to inspect the whole drainage 
system. © Mr. Gravely fully availed himself of the 
opportunity, and after a very careful and exhaustive 
inquiry he reported to his Board :— 


“Just above this outfall (i.e. the Asylum effluent drain), and at the 
“extreme end of the ditch, is a drain from Mr. 
‘premises, from which at the time of our visit crude black 


Sewage Farm, 
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“sewage was oozing. Ata point a few yards lower down a 
‘cesspool belonging to a double cottage was overflowing into 
‘this ditch, and a little further on was a sewage ditch which 
“occasionally brings foul liquid from a house opposite . . ; 
‘‘and again below this, at a distance of about forty yards, 
‘were the farm premises of Mr. —-, the sewage and 
‘washings from which would, in stormy weather, naturally 


‘pass into this ditch.” 


This crude sewage from the above-named sources 
was the true and very sufficient cause of the pollution 
of the brook complained of. 


Mr. Gravely proceeds as follows :— 


«Several samples of water were taken at different places. The 
“first was the outfallitself (7.e. the Asylum Sewage efiuent), and 


“this on being tested showed decidedly less impurity than 


‘‘that taken below, and where the effluent had mixed with 
‘the sewage from the drain and cesspool already mentioned. 
“The next sample was from a point in the stream situated 
‘‘at about one thousand yards from the outfall, and the water 
“here was found to be fairly good, in fact equal in quality to 
“that drank by many cottagers at this season of the year.” 


The memorial presented to the Chailey Sanitary 
Authority alleged that even cattle had been killed by 
drinking the water in the brook — which is hardly 
consistent with the above statement as to the water 
being good enough for domestic use. 


Mr. Gravely concludes his very able report, as — 


follows :— 

‘These then are the facts as ascertained by a very careful 
‘inquiry just made by Mr. Walls and myself; and after 
‘fairly and impartially considering them we feel bound to 
‘state that the Pelling Bridge stream is not at present unduly 
‘Or dangerously polluted by the fluid which runs into it 
“from the Asylum irrigation farm.” 
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In the early part of the year a fancy dress ball was Patients’

interest and employment, and the ball itself was much 


enjoyed by a large number of them. 


Entertainments of a varied character have been 
provided during the winter, and the weekly dances 
continue to afford much pleasant recreation. During 
the summer months a large number of patients are 
periodically taken out for the day for picnics, and a 
limited number for trips to Brighton, the Crystal 
Palace, &c. The Annual Commemoration féte took 
place on the 2gth August—this affords a véunion for the 
patients and their friends, and is much enjoyed by 
both. | 

The rainfall was 22.88 inches; this is considerably Rainfall. 
below the average. The number of days on which 
rain fellwas 132. The maximum daily fall occurred on 
October 19th, when 0.83 inches fell. The minimum, 
0.01 inch, fell on six occasions. The greatest quantity 
in any one month occurred in October, when 5.64 inches 
were measured; the least quantity, 0.18, was in the - 
month of January.

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the dress so as to bring it more in harmony with the 
hospital pattern. The change was most acceptable to 
all, and the dark blue serge dress, white bib aprons, 
cuffs, collars and caps have a very pleasing effect in 
the wards. 


The changes in the Staff have not been important. 
Miss Eunice Edmands, who was elected to fill the office 
of Assistant Female Officer, entered upon her duties on 
February 4th, and has given ample evidence of qualities 
which will make her a valuable addition to the staff. 


The energy and zeal displayed by Miss Buckle and 
Mr. Buckle, in their respective departments, continues 
unabated. 


The conduct of the rest of the officers and staff has 
been praiseworthy. 


The relations with his medical colleagues are all that 
the Medical Superintendent could desire; and he gladly 
records the high appreciation in which he holds the 
assistance given him in the work by Dr. Walker. 
Dr. Fox has fully borne out the estimate previously 
formed of his character and acquirements. 


In conclusion the Medical Superintendent begs to 
thank the Committee for the unabated confidence in 
him, to which they have been good enough to give 
expression; without it, truly efficient work would be 
impossible.

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The Medical Superintendent desives to acknowledge the service rendeved to 
him by the Clevk of the Asylum (Mr. S.A. Mortlock) in the compilation 
of these Tables.

REPORT OF THE 


VISITING COMMISSIONERS IN LUNACY. 


Sussex Lunatic ASYLUM, 
Fune 9th, 1889. 


Tue date of the Commissioners’ last visit was 25th May, 
1888. They then found upon the books the names of 
845 patients. They, the patients, are now 879. Of 
these 245 belong to the contributing Borough of 
Brighton, 22 are chargeable to Hastings—these last are 
nearly all men, and are all under notice to leave—13 
patients: are of the Private class, who if discharged, 
would, we understand, return in all probability as 
paupers; 3 others are of the Criminal class, 1 other is 
chargeable to Chichester, and the remaining 2 are 
Out-County cases. The Asylum is certainly much 
over-crowded, but its airy site, good ventilation, and 
excellent arrangements, have hitherto obviated the ill 
results from over-crowded wards. We are glad to hear 


that, as temporary relief, the Committee have taken. 


steps to send out the surplus population, under contract, 
to some other Asylum; but unless Brighton builds for 
itself, and dissolves its Union with Sussex, the extension 
of accommodation here appears to be a _ pressing 
necessity. The admissions since 25th May last have 
been 334, the discharges 120, the deaths 80. On 
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reviewing the causes of death, all apparently natural, 
we notice that, as usual, most of the deaths are attributed 
to lung disease, general paralysis, and brain mischief. 
There has been one case of diphtheria. The deceased 
was an epileptic child; diphtheria has been prevalent 
in the neighbourhood. All the children boarded out, 
7 or 8, have been therefore brought into the Asylum, 
and he was one of them. ‘The transfer of these children 
to the idiot ward at Northampton Asylum is under 
consideration. It would be, we think, a proper mode 
of dealing with them, if, as we hear, the sanitary 
condition of the cottages on Haywards Heath is not 
satisfactory. There has been no epidemic in the 
Asylum. There have been two inquests. The first 
was concluded by a verdict, that the deceased, a male 
patient, died from a rupture of a blood vessel in the 
mesentery, owing to his having sustained a blow or 
some violence to the abdomen during a struggle with 
another inmate, that the death was the result of 
misadventure, and that no one was to blame. The 
second inquest ended in a verdict that the apparent 
cause of death, also of a male patient, was strangulation 
by hanging, and no blame or censure was chargeable 
to the authorities of the Asylum.. He had been 
described as suicidal on admission, but had not been 
treated for such for some months previous to his death. 
He hanged himself from a peg in a broom closet, using 
his handkerchief to suspend himself by the neck. The 
peg has since been removed. The serious casualties 
have been the fractures of an arm, a rib, a clavicle, and 
a leg. The patients injured were five (two of them 
were epileptics, one was an old man); the fractures 
were from accidental falls. There have been besides 
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the above the fractures of a rib in two instances, and 
the fracture of a clavicle, also in two instances; these 
were sustained by four male patients, and from sudden 
blows or violent pushes by fellow patients. There were 
also three fractures of a hip and one of a wrist, these by 
falls (accidental), of four women. The Post-mortem 
Examinations have been 41, the deaths having been, as 
above stated, 80. This is a small number, and we hope 
that autopsies will be multiplied, as. they are valuable 
deterrents to rough treatment as well as useful for 
scientific knowledge and verification of the supposed 


cause of death. The epileptics here are 83, and those . 


suffering from general paralysis appear to be 25—the 
men more than twice as many as the women. In bed 
yesterday were 6 male and 11 female patients, none, 
we are glad to say, having a bed sore. In the 
Infirmaries are 41 men and 44 women. Of the 
former one had a fracture of a rib on his right side, 
sustained prior to admission and through a fall down- 
stairs at his own home, as he told us. Of the latter, 
one had a fractured wrist from a fall off a night stool, 
quite accidental; she has been above referred to. The 
children called in are the only patients at the detached 
Hospital. While we were among them, the conduct 
of both sexes was, on the whole, orderly, and their 
clothing is good, and nowhere in any Asylum does 


personal cleanliness receive more attention. We- 


cannot remember that in any other Asylum is the 
wholesome practice of two baths weekly the rule. 
Complaints were absolutely limited to the most 
manifestly insane and least credible patients, and 
none required investigation. We did not re-open 
the complaints made some time back by a male 
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patient in Ward 6, which were the subject of 
correspondence between our Board and the Committee, 
and which the latter thoroughly investigated, and 
found to be unsubstantial. We learnt that the 
dietary was the same as at our colleagues’ visit in 
1888, except that butter is now spread on the bread 
at breakfast. We saw a good dinner of mackerel on 
table in the Hall, which most of the patients much 
enjoyed. On looking at the records of weighing we 
find that many of the patients have gained consider- 
ably in weight since admission. The beer given at 
dinner is light, but sound. The day staff is in the 
proportion of one attendant to 12 patients, or 
thereabouts, on the Male side in the main building, 
and one nurse to 17, or thereabouts, in the Female. 
division, exclusive of four laundry-women. This staff 
is certainly under the mark. An extra nurse _ has, 
however, been employed in the Female infirmary. 
At night the supervision seems to be adequate: the 
patrol then is by two attendants and two nurses, 
each couple jointly patrolling in their division. We 
noticed that the tell-tale clocks in some places are 
not of the best sort, and that all *the single rooms 
are still without handles on the outside, so that they 
can be opened from the corridors by a key only, 
which in the event of an outbreak of fire might 
involve delay. The suicidal instruction papers are 
carefully worded, but we advise that the ordinary 
attendants to whom they are shown by the charge 


* The Commissioners are in error: a considerable number of 
single rooms have outside handles. The plan although on the whole 
a good one, in case of fire, yet has several practical objections, and 
will always require exceptions to be made to its universal adoption, 
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should be required to endorse them with their initials 
as evidence on record of the communication to them 
of the caution to be strict in supervision. ‘The risk 
of destruction of the whole Asylum by fire has been 
reduced by structural divisions in the roof, and the 
appliances for extinction by water of any fire are 
numerous. The storage and force of gravitation of 
the water in the Asylum towers have both been 
increased by heightening those towers and adding to 
the tanks. A steam fire engine might perhaps be a 
useful addition to the existing means of putting out 
fire. The lavatory accommodation in some directions 
has been improved. The Male Infirmary, single 
rooms in its vicinity, and Recreation Hall, have 
-been artificially better warmed. The Dining Halls are, 
we are pleased to hear, about to be renovated by 
paint and cleaning. The Chapel has also been further 
ventilated, and otherwise improved by renovation, 
but the seats, 300, or thereabouts, appear to us too 
few for the patients now in residence, or the Sunday 
services there too few. We cannot think that prayers 
in the Asylum itself compensate for Chapel services, 
and would ask the Committee to take this matter 
into their consideration. An alternative exit has 
been provided now from No. 8 Female dormitory, so 
that double outlets for escape in case of fire are now 


supplied to every Asylum dormitory and single room. - 


Some horizontal flues, which were very objectionable, 
have also been abolished. We were much pleased 
with the bright look of the wards and clean and 
wholesome condition of the sleeping accommodation. 
There is no lack of books and papers in the wards, 
which is very proper. We would, however, suggest 
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reading desks for the newspapers, and that these 
should be slightly attached to the desk, to prevent 
that appropriation of the papers by a few men which 
we have observed in’ some Asylums. One patient 
only is on leave. These allowances, we believe, often 
facilitate trials, and so promote recovery. There is no 
benevolent fund here for the relief of the discharged 
till they can regain a livelihood. There has been 
only one instance of mechanical restraint: the patient 
was a woman wet packed once for two hours. A man 
and a woman have been secluded each once for 
violence, and for a very short period. We would 
remark that the Ward No. 6 for the more troublesome 
cases in the Male division is open to improvement. 
It is structurally rather dark, not well shaped for 
easy supervision, and too prison-like. These cases 
are humanised by proper accommodation and kind 
treatment, and then often cease to be violent and 
destructive. From the returns made to us 281 men 
and 377 women are daily employed, but 115 of the 
former are reported as chiefly working as ward-cleaners. 
This is an excessive proportion to the rest, and they 
can scarcely do anything beyond nominal work, since 
44 women are the only persons so occupied in the 
Female division. 83 men assist on the land; most 
of the other men usefully employed help in the shops; 
233 women sew, and 68 are serviceable in the 
Laundry. The amusements given to the patients 
include weekly balls, fortnightly picnics, theatrical 
and other entertainments, and trips to the Crystal 
Palace and to Brighton. Those daily exercised 
beyond the courts, exclusive of the men labouring on the 
land, are reported to us as 80 Males and 115 Females. 
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Possibly these numbers could be increased. Efforts 
should be made in that direction, we think, and 
perhaps more of the Male troublesome cases than 
are at present taken beyond’ the courts might be 
so exercised, with advantage to themselves and the 
quiet of their fellow patients. The Cemetery has 
been almost filled, and its enlargement is now under 
consideration by extension at that point which is 
farthest from the Asylum. We have now touched 
upon the more important matters which came under 
review during our inspection of the Asylum, and only 
desire to add that the late Committee have handed 
it over to their successors in a highly creditable 
state. We understand that the recent legislation has 
not materially affected the boundaries of Sussex, as 
regards Asylum accommodation.
